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Three Of Four 
Acquitted In 
Krebiozen Case 


CHICAGO (AP) - The fourth 
and final verdict in the m ara­ 
thon fraud and conspnacy trial 
Involving Krebiozen 
may de­ 
pend on the health of a woman 
juror. 


With three of the four defend- 
nnts already acquitted, the U.S. 
District Court jury was deliber­ 
ating the fate of Dr. Stevan 
Durovic, the developer of Kre­ 
biozen, Sunday afternoon. 


Suddenly, juror Lois Clark, 40. 
.«-iiffored an asthma attack in 
the jury room. She was carried 
from the courthouse to iier hotel 
room and placed under Ihe care 
of a doctor. 


Defense and prosecution law­ 
yers scheduled a meeting today 
with Judge Julius J. Hoffman to 
hear a report on Mrs. Clark’s 
condition. 


If Mrs. Clark cannot continue 
V’itli the jury, the deliberations 
could continue with 11 jurors, or 
a mistrial could be called. 


Excitement gripped the court­ 
room Saturday afternoon when 
Judge Hoffman called the jurors 
back to the seats from where 
they had heard nine months of 
testimony. 


First American 
Negro Delegate 
To UN Stricken 


DCTROIT fAP)-Services for 
Charles H. 
Mahoney. 79, the 
first American Negro delegate 
to the United Nations and a one­ 
time associate counsel to attor­ 
ney Clarence Darrow, will be 
held here Wedne.sday. He died 
Saturday in Detroit. 


Mahoney was the first of his 
race apjjointed to the Michigan 
Labor Commission, the Wayne 
County 
Board of Supervisors 
and the Detroit Plan Commis- 
fion. 


He received his law degree 
from the University of Michigan 
in 1911 and held scveir.l honor­ 
ary doctor of laws degrees. 


A Republican. Mahoney twice 
ran unsuccessfully for Congress. 


He was piesident of Grcal 
liHkes Land & Investment Co., 
Great Lakes Mutual Insurance 
Co. and several subsidiaries. 


The jury foreman then handed 
forward a slip of paper that ac­ 
quitted, on all counts, Dr. An­ 
drew C. Ivy, Marko Durovic and 
Dr. William F. P. Phillips. 


The jurors said they were still 
deliberating 
the 
40 
charges 
against Dr. Durovic, (JO, and 
against the Krebiozen Research 
Foundation. 


Dr. Ivy, 72, is chief medical 
sponsor 
of 
Krebiozen 
and 
director of medical research at 
Roosevelt 
University. 
Marko 
Durovic, 64, is Stevan’s brother 
and a lawyer: Dr. iMiillips, 52, 
administered Krebiozen to can­ 
cer patients as a general practi­ 
tioner. 


The four were chari»ed with 
mail fraud and conspiracy in 
the sale and promotion of Kre­ 
biozen. The trial, the longest in 
the history of Chicago’s federal 
court, began April 28. It ended 
its ninth month Friday. 


The acquittals came exactly 
four days to the minute that the 
jury began deliberating.

three hours Sunday, then broke 
for lunch. After they returned, 
Mrs. Clark had the asthma at­ 
tack. 


Dr. Ivy and Marko Durovic 
were in the courtroom Sunday 
when the jury arrived from a 
downtown hotel to begin the 
day’s delit>erations.

Union Shop 
Battle Kept 
Before Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tlie 
Senate today goes into its sec­ 
ond week of the union shop bat­ 
tle with neither side ready to 
budge from its position. 


Democratic L e a d e r Mike 
Mansfield said his only plan for 
now was to keep before the Sen­ 
ate his motion to bring up the 
bill which would rep>eal section 
14B of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
That section authorizes states to 
outlaw union shop contracts. 


Mansfield got an agreement 
for the Senate to convene two 
hours earlier than its usual noon 
meeting after a wrangle with 
the bill’s opponents at a Satur- 
diay session. Because of the tim­ 
ing, Senate committees sched­ 
uled no hearings for the day. 


Republican 
Leader 
Everett 
M. 
Dirksen 
said 
his 
forces 
would maintain their filibuster 
which has prevented a 
vote 
even on the preliminary motion 
to bring the bill before the Sen­ 
ate. 


Dirksen said a break in the 
stalemate could come when the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 
sends to the Senate floor an au­ 
thorization bill in support of 
President Johnson’s request for 
an additional $12.3 billion for the 
Vietnamese war. 


At that |x>int, he said he would 
demand to know whether repeal 
of section 14B took precedence 
over the needs of U.S. troops in 
Viet Nam. 


Mansfield would say only that 
he would ‘ face up to that deci­ 
sion” when the authorization 
bill is ready. 


The Senate Armed Services 
group is to hear Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
again Tuesday on the authoriza­ 
tion measure. Committee aides 
said it could be approved and 
sent to the floor later in the 
week, although this is not cer­ 
tain. 


Foes of the repeal bill esti­ 
mated they had enough speak­ 
ers lined up to keep the filibust­ 
er going for several weeks, if 
neces.sary, against even the mo­ 
tion to make it the Senate’s 
pending business. 


Before the fight began a week 
ago today, Mansfield made it 
clear he felt that at some point 
he probably would have to try to 
shut off the filibuster with a 
cloture petition.

Quiet Spanish 
Region Given 
Nuclear Scare 


CUEVAS DE ALMANZORA, 
Spain (AP) — The shattering 
collision of two U.S. warplanes 
miles above the Spanish coast 
has plunged the simple people 
of this Andalusian region into 
the nuclear age — and left them 
astonished, perplexed, and fear­ 
ful. 


The crash Jan. 17 of a B52 
bomber carrying nuclear bombs 
and the jet tanker refueling it — 
likely to become one of the most 
expensive accidents in U.S. Air 
Force history — exploded with 
international rep>ercussions. But 
it was the quiet little people of 
the Mediterranean coast, the 
truck farmers and the fisher- 
folk, who were affected most 
intimately. 


The massive land and sea 
search for a nuclear bomb still 
missing has failed to quiet their 
fears. Whether it has succeeded 
in other aims remains to be 
seen. 


Deep In Ocean? 


The 
U.S. 
government 
pre­ 
sumably is anxious to prevent 
the 
bomb 
from 
falling 
into 
Communist hands and to reas­ 
sure Allied governments who 
may develop fears about U.S. 
bombers flying over their terri­ 
tory with 
nuclear 
b o m b s 
aboard. 


Although the search sector 
near this area of 13,000 persons 
is heavily guarded, it is conceiv­ 
able that someone might stum­ 
ble on secret m aterial and hand 
it over to a Red agent — wit­ 
tingly or unwittingly. 


It is also conceivable that So­ 
viet military men might discov­ 
er the weapon or its parts. 


The missing bomb is believed 
to be 1,000 feet deep in the 
Mediterranean off Almeria. The 
Soviet Union operates subs and 
surface ships in the Mediterra­ 
nean. 


The search seems to have 
quieted down for the moment, 
while the searchers wait for the 
arrival from the United States 
of two midget submarines which 
can dive to that depth. 


As long as the bomb is miss­ 
ing, it is feared that other coun­ 
tries might follow Spain’s lead 
and 
ban 
U.S. 
nuclesr-armed 
planes from flying over their 
territories. Once it is found, it is 
believed other governments will 
be reassured. 


Wanted To Help 


Spaniards living in the area 
complain they were told too lit­ 
tle and too late what the crash 
could mean. 


“We wanted to help those 
poor airmen,’' said one grizzled 
farmer. “We all rushed to the 
wreckage. We weren’t told until 
much later that it could be ra­ 
dioactive. I think if it happened 
again most of us would stay 
away from th^ scene." 


Four survivors of the crash 
were rescued by fishermen and 
whisked away to a U. S. Air 
Force hospital 
near 
Madrid. 
Squads of U. S. and Spanish 
military descended from heli­ 
copters 
and 
recovered 
the 
burned remains of seven other 
crewmen who died. 


“Then came new' crews — w'e 
learned later they were nuclear 
bomb experts — stern - faced 
men who went about their work 
with an air of not wanting to be 
bothered by our questions,” a 
squat fisherman 
said.

Lashed by a storm piling up 
deep snow whipped by violent 
winds, the East Coast shud­ 
dered today in the icy grip of a 
record-breaking cold wave ex­ 
tending from Florida to Maine. 


The 
blizzard,

extreme 
cold in other areas, contributed 
to at least 75 deaths from high­ 
way accidents, fires and heart 
attacks in 16 states. 


The severe storm swept up 
the coast over the weekend, 
leaving cold behind and virtual­ 
ly paralyzing travel in major 
cities of the populous Northeast, 
including the nation’s capital. 


Two states struck the hardest, 
Delaware 
and 
Virginia, 
de­ 
clared a state of emergency. 
Two feet of snow fell in some 
parts of Virginia and National 
Guard units were ordered to 
help clear clogged highways in 
Delaware. 


Crops Threatened 


In northern and central Flori­ 
da, the gigantic citrus crop was 
threatened by freezing temper­ 
atures. 


Thousands of travelers were 
inconvenienced as airports in 
Washington, New York, Balti­ 
more, Boston. Philadelphia and 
Montreal were “socked in” by 
conditions that made take-offs 
and landings almost impossible 
on ice-caked runways.

In one of the worst traffic ac­ 
cidents, 40 persons were injured 
Sunday night in a series of 
chain-reaction collisions on New 
York’s Thruway between Roch­ 
ester and Buffalo. 


Frigid tem peratures and gale- 
force winds, rather than the 
snow, created the most misery 
in many states. 


High Waves Ob Coast 


Fifteen-to 20-foot waves were 
reported in Narragansett Bay in 
Rhode Island, flooding low-lying 
coastal areas. Winds up to 60 
miles an hour buffeted some 
parts of the New Jersey shore. 


In Pittsburgh, offic-uils at one 
church had to pour gasoline on 
the ground and light it to melt 
ice and snow so a handful of 
earth could be chipped away for 
a ground-breaking ceremony. 


The cold blast dipped into the 
Deep South, 
as temperatures 
skidded to 
subzero levels in 
parts of Georgia. In Atlanta, a 


reading of three below zero was 
recorded, a low for the date. 


The community of RussellviU« 
in north Alabama reported an 
all-time low of 24 degrees below 
zero. 


Florida officials described the 
cold wave as their worst in 30 
years and expressed fears that 
the state’s citrus crop might be 
damaged. Growers on the north­ 
ern fringe of the citrus belt set 
out smudge pots. Other crops, 
such as potatoes and cabbage, 
were damaged by below-freez- 
ing readings in many parts of 
the state.

had begun bombing North Viet 
Nam targets again, ending a 37- 
day lull. 


“I want a United Nations res­ 
olution calling for arbitration,” 
said Morse, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee and outspoken critic of 
the administration’s Viot Nam 
}X)licies. “I want a United Na­ 
tions takeover for peacemaking 
puriK>ses.” 


Pope Makes Sufge»tion 
Stennis, a Mississipjîi Demo­ 
crat who heads the Senate Pre­ 
paredness 
subcommittee, 
said 
that to refer peacemaking to 
the U.N. Security Council mem­ 
bers “would be giving them a 
problem they could noi .solve. 


“We’d better go on and do It 
under our command,” argued 
Stennis. **I don’t want to turn it 
over to anyone.”

Fresh Attacks

President Johnson made a 
new Vietnamese peace bid 
to the United Nations to­ 
day a few hours after 
American bombers resum­ 
ed air strikes against North 
Viet Nam. 


The renewal of bombinjr 
“does not mean the end of 
our pursuit of peace,” John­ 
son told the nation and the 
world in a special broad­ 
cast. 


The President announced 
that he had directed Am­ 
bassador Arthur Goldberg 
to seek an Immediate meet­ 
ing of the U.N. Security 
Council in order to make a 
full report on the Vietnam­ 
ese situation and to present 
a resolution for new action 
toward peace. 


The resolution, the Presi­ 
dent said, “can open the 
way to the c o n f e r e n c e 
table.” 


“This report and this re­ 
solution,’* Johnson declar­ 
ed, “will be responsive to 
the spirit of the renewed 
appeal of Pope Paul; thaf 
appeal has our full sym­ 
pathy.”

Force and Navy 
planes took the war back to 
North Viet Nam on White House 
orders prompted by Hanoi’s re­ 
fusal to talk peace. 


Bridges Blasted 


The planes hit bridges, fer­ 
ries, barges, warehouse areas 
and storage facilities well south 
of the Hanoi-Haiphong Industri­ 
al area. 


A U.S. spokesman said Navy 
pilots claimed destruction of a 
bridge about 10 miles southeast 
of Dong Hoi and damage to the 
approach to the Quang Khe fer­ 
ry landing about 20 miles north­ 
west of Dong Hoi. 


Bad weather prevented esti­ 
mates of the damage in other 
raids. 
Spokesmen declined to 
say how many sorties 
were 
flown or what types of bombs 
were dropped.

heavy ground fire. But a U.S. 
Air Force helicopter rescued the 
pilot unharmed under machine- 
gun fire.

Legal Help Is 
Poverty Item 


When the Community Action 
Comittee of the State Bar met 
in Lansing recently to consider 
a pilot project for providing le­ 
gal services to the rural in­ 
digent, six of the seven mem­ 
bers of the committee were ur­ 
ban lawyers and Walter T. 
Dartland of Hougtiton was the 
sole attorney from a rural area. 


According to Dartland, the 
program would cover educa­ 
tion on legal services to the 
rural indigent and provision 
for legal consultation and re­ 
presentation. 


To date, especially in the 
Houghton - Baraga - Kewee­ 
naw area, the means of pro­ 
viding legal services to the 
rural poor has not been devel­ 
oped past the level of largely 
gratuitous services by private 
attorneys 
acting 
voluntarily 
through the Copper Country 
Bar Association. This results, 
Dartland said, in a sporadic 
contact between the poor and 
the lawyer which results in an 
insufficient use by the rural 
poor of the services of an at­ 
torney. 


An initial hypothesis of the 
project is that such services 
can be provided best by pri­ 
vately 
practicing 
attorneys 
within the comunity. It is bas­ 
ed upon such factors as the

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Cable TV Protests 


Two opposingf forces in federal government have 
come into noisy collision in the Federal Communications 
Commission, which on Feb. 10 will tackle one of tiie 
ifi*eate8t controvei'sies to arise in the young television 
industry.

The opposing forces are the efforts of government 
to restrict business bigness - this effort led to our anti- 
tinist laws—and the government's own tendency to res­ 
trict freedoms as it copes with the problem of organ­ 
izing our society. 


The contrnversy is over tlie proposal of the rCC to 
protect “local” television stations against outside com­ 
petition. Tliis aim may be described as well inspired, but 
not well implemented. 


Had not Frank J. Russell of Marquette built tiie 
Upper Peninsula’s only television station, WliUC-TV, 
the U.P. pi*obablv still would be without a television 
station of its own. WLUC is the U.P.’s “local” station 
and it is the cinix of the controversy as it exists in the 
U.P.

The FCC stirred the current controversy—a na­ 
tional one w ith deep imolications for the future of the 
industry—on April 23.1965 by imposing two regulations 
on cable television (CATV) systems using microwave 
relay to move the TV programs which they supply by 
cable to their customers. About 250 of the 1,300 CATV 
systems in the U.S. use microwave relay and this is the 
method employed by U.P. CATV systems. 


The two regulations were: 
1. CATV systems must carry the programs of local 
TV stations. 


2. They cannot carry any network programs which 
the local station plans to use 15 days before or 15 days 
after its origination. (The local station could use this 
grace period to tape and rebroadcast network pro­ 
grams.) 


The FCC deliberations starting Feb. 10 are ex­ 
pected to continue for months. Regarded as likely results 
are restrictions like those on micix>wave CATV for cable 
systems that pick their signals off the air, limits on the 
distance a TV program could be impoi*ted by CATV, ban 
on leapfrogging of network pi*ogi*ams from distant sta­ 
tions when they’re available closer, ban on editing of 
pi*ograms by CATV, outlawing use of CATV foi- pay 
television.

The TV stmtions and CATV have a common interest, 
because the latter helps enlarge the audience for the TV 
stations, but their relationship is ti*oubled by commer­ 
cial considerations. The National Association of Bi*oad- 
casters has charged that local, and especially small TV 
stations have been hurt by outside competition dragged 
in by CATV. Broadcasters have questioned tlie right 
of CATV to relay for a pi*ofit programs produced and 
broadcast at the expense of others and Columbia Broad­ 
casting System has filed a test suit against a CATV fimi 
charging copyright infringement. 


Bix>adcasters are concerned about the future of 
CATV, which they fear might delete broadcast ads and 
insert its own. But CATV has had plenty to say in sup­ 
port of its stand. It has brought good television view­ 
ing to millions—it has 6.6 million sui^scribers—who 
were marginal viewei*s foi* the TV stiitions’ programs, 
or who couldn’t get them at all. This is a great plus 
for CATV In commonplace situations wliere the TV sta­ 
tions didn’t carry their programs into areas with boost­ 
er stations. CATV grew up in a TV vacuum.

CATV makes a bullseye when it sa> s tliat the IX'C 
Imperils the people’s right to choose with its regulations. 
The problem is technical and complex, but pul simply it 
is a question of where the FCC is going to draw the line 
on protection of the little business and tlie local busi­ 
ness when the line cuts out part of TV programming foi- 
local audiences. 


Because U.P. CATV doesn’t have switching equip­ 
ment which would enable it to black out individual pro­ 
grams on Channel 2 (Green Bay) carried on Channel 6 
(Marquette) it proposes to black out Channel 2 entirely. 
Tliis would mean that Channel 2 programs not carried 
on Channel 6 would be lost to local viewers. “Protection” 
thus becomes a denial and, since all are using the public 
aiiwaves commeix^ially, an intolerable situation is ci eat- 
ed. TheoH er may be justified in theory, but it becomes 
unjust in application. 


'The handwriting describing this problem becomes 
more legible as it develops and some TV stations (in­ 
cluding Pi'esident Johnson’s) are hedging by acquiring 
CATV systems.

The nation’s televigion licensure policy depends 
ipon private enterprise to furnish TV pragrams. Where 
the seiTice is faulty it relies upon private entei*prise 
(CATV) to improve it. The improvement process, how­ 
ever, substitutes a charge for a free service. 


This is not equality of oppoi*tunity for public TV 
listening and FCC may eventually assign areas for 
bi*oadcast, as it does now, but compel a certain standard 
of service over all such areas. This could be done bv 
CA’^ , by translators, oi- by satellite units of tlie TV 
stations which amplified their signal in the periphei v of 
their assigned broadcast area. 


FCC licensing practice has not assured free tele­ 
vision reception of acceptable qualit\’ everywhere so 
CAW has come in to fill the vacuum, its presence is 
evidence that the FCC has not managed TV^ controls to 
assure equality of listening opportunit.\.

Nuclear Power Plant Planned 


JACKSON (AP) — Consumers 
Power 
Co., 
has 
announced 
plans to build a $100 million, nu­ 
clear power plant near South 
Haven for commercial power 
production. 


The new plant would generate 
more than 700,000 kilowatts. 


Consumers president James 
H. Campbell said the proposed 
facility will be "one of the larg­ 
est nuclear power plants in ^ e 
United States.” 


The plant would produce ten 
times the amount of power gen­ 
erated by Consumers’ first nu­ 
clear plant located at Big Rock 
Point near Charlevoix, Camp­ 
bell said. 


Site clearing for 
the new 
plant, to be located about five 
miles south of South Haven, will 
start this year, and the plant is 
■cheduled to be in operation by 


1970, Campbell added. 


Campbell said the Charlevoix 
plant has “proven that a nu- 
clear-fueled plant can be ap­ 
plied to our system on a large 
scale economically and efficient­ 
ly. So it just makes good sense 
to use nuclear fuels as well as 
coal 
in 
meeting 
Michigan’s 
needs for electric energy.” 


The Big Rock plant, opened 
in 1962, primarily served as a 
research and development facil­ 
ity. It started producing com- 
merical power last December. 


Campbell said when the plant 
goes into commercial operation 
it will become part of a Michi­ 
gan power pool feeding energy 
into the interconnected systems 
of both Consumers Power and 
the Detroit Edison Co. 


Campbell said that in addition 
to the new plant, the utility 


plans to spend more than $480 
million dui’ing the next 
five 
years on other projects for ex­ 
pansion of its electric and nat­ 
ural gas systems.

The atomic power plant will 
be the biggest Consumer’s unit 
in operation by 1970, he added.

Carlton Olicn, president of 
the Escanaba Area Board of 
Education, termed as conserva* 
tive both proposals to be con- 
iidered by school district voters 
in a special election Tuesday. 


‘^Proposition No. 1 asks the 
voters to approve 3 mills, for 
5 years, to meet operational ex­ 
penses,” he said. “The amount 
constitutes a conservative, hard 
line estimate of the absolute 
minimum needs of the district 
for the 5 year period inolved. 
It will provide no funds for un­ 
necessary 
expenditures; 
and 
will insure diligent manage­ 
ment and administration. 


“Proposition No. 1 is the re­ 
sult of the School Board’s ulti­ 
mate efforts to achieve a rate 
of millage which is equally re- 
j^ponsive to the needs of educa­ 
tion and to the needs and re­ 
quirements of the taxpayers,” 
Olsen said. 


“In the event that Proposi­ 
tion No. 1 should 
fail 
your 
school district would again be 
faced with curtailment of ab­ 
solutely necessary services, and 
deficit financing; and would be 
required at its earliest oppor­ 
tunity to re-submit the proposi­ 
tion in the same, or in greater, 
compensatory millagt.” he said.

school purposes; (c) preserx'es 
the ‘neighborho^ school’ ad­ 
vantage; (d) will eliminate all 
within-city bus transportation; 
and (e) will permit elementary 
school children the maximum 
available time in their homes 
with their parents.” 


“We are satisfied that we 
have the very beet possible 
plan available to meet the 
needs of the children and the 
taxpayers of the district. Ulti­ 
mately, it just has to be adopt­ 
ed. If it fails now, the Board 
has no alternative except to 
submit it again. Unfortunately, 
the longer we defer the com­ 
mencement 
of 
building, 
the 
greater the ultimate cost of the 
buildings will be, inasmuch as 
the costs of construction ap­ 
pear to be continuously ris­ 
ing.” 


Olsen promised that in the 
event that the proposals are 
approved, the Board will con­ 
tinue its efforts to keep in 
close contact with the interest­ 
ed citizens of the community 
so that the administration of 
the funds and the building of 
the buildings wUl be achieved 
in the most economical, effi­ 
cient manner possible.

Flights Banned 
The villagers and fishermen 
endiu*ed another flurry of fear, 
until word came that instru­ 
ments had located it in the sea 
and a recovery force of U. S. 
and Spanish warships was as­ 
sembled to recover it. 


Garnjcha, a nearby fishing 
village of 4,500 persons, is most 
affected by the sea 
search. 
Fishermen are unable to go to 
sea, and they sit idly in the sun, 
watching frogmen and diving 
bells in action off the coast. 


There 
was heavy 
pressure 
from the Spanish government to 
suspend further refueling flights 
of the big bombers over Spanish 
territory and waters. The U. S. 
government announced that or­ 
ders had been issued limiting 
such refueling to areas over in­ 
ternational waters. 


Spain went even further and 
ordered that no more planes 
carrying nuclear arms could be 
flown over Spanish territory.

tion of the word conservation- 
specifically. “wise use.” 


One very 
popular miscon­ 
ception, e.'pecially in regard to 
aspen (or “popple”,) is that 
the mature asj^en stand is cap­ 
able of growing for an indefi­ 
nite period of time, without 
losing volume. This is not true. 
Nor is it accurate to suppose 
that cutting only the older lar­ 
ger trees, leaving the smaller 
ones to put on more size, will 
produce better yields. 


The fact is, nearly all aspen 
stands 
are 
even-aged: 
the 
smaller trees are not younger, 
merely weaker and less vigor­ 
ous. Asixm is a very fast-grow­ 
ing tree, but when it reaches 
about 40 or 50 years of age, the 
growth rate slows very quickly, 
and
